WILMINGTON - The field has 
dropped to three, in the race for 
the Board of Selectmen, with 
the announcement last week 
that Robert Woltag was not 
planning to return his nomina- 
tion papers. 

Incumbents Michael McCoy 
and Raymond Lepore have 
returned nomination papers to 
the Town Clerk for certifica- 
tion. Newcomer Scott Audette,

TI has not indicated any inten- 
tion to drop out of the race, and 
has until this coming Friday to 
submit his nomination papers, 
along with the requisite signa- 
tures of 50 registered voters, to 
the Town Clerk’s Office. 
Woltag, an IT manager for 
Partners Health Care, pulled 
nomination papers in January. 
This past Friday afternoon, 
however, he informed the Town 
Clerk's Office that he would not 


be returning nomination papers 
and would not be a candidate 
for selectman. 

Woltag did not return a call 
from the Town Crier in time for 
deadline. 

McCoy and Lepore, both local 
business owners, are each look- 
ing to retain their respective 
seats for another three-year 
term.

WILMINGTON - The deadline 
is looming of Friday, March 7, 
for interested residents to pull 
nomination papers, collect sig- 
natures, and have their candi- 
dacy certified by the Town 
Clerk. 

‘Two School Committee seats 
are up for grabs in this year’s 
election. Up until Wednesday, 
March 5, only the incumbent - 
Steve Higgins - had pulled 
nomination papers. 

Barbara Breakey is retiring 
from the School Committee, 
and it appeared as if no one 


was going to step forward to 
make a bid for the empty seat. 

Everything changed just min- 
utes before the Town Crier went 
to print. 

On Wednesday afternoon Dr. 
Leslee Quick pulled nomination 
papers for the second seat. 

Quick, a resident of Woburn 
Street for five years and moth- 
er to two pre-school age chil- 
dren, owns a chiropractic office 
in town. Her eldest daughter 
will be entering kindergarten 
next year. 

“I have always been interest- 
ed in being part of the system 


that my children will be edu- 
cated in,” Quick said. “So, I’m 
taking the opportunity, since it 
arose, to become involved.” 

In order for their names to 
appear on the ballot, Higgins 
and Quick must return nomina- 
tion papers with the signatures 
of at least 50 registered 
Wilmington voters by 5:00 p.m. 
this Friday.

- The Feds backed away from a 
planned feasibility study for 
the Lowell Junction 
Interchange last month, telling 
towns to come to an agreement

State officials 
now understand the towns’ 
positions that an interstate

The 
brief feasibility study, to occur 
in the interim period between 
two environmental reports, was 
nixed by Federal Highway. 
“Each community has its own 
constituency group and each 
community is looking for pro- 
tection for neighborhoods such 
as Ballardvale, South Street,

Opticom for optimum response 


The strobe light means emergency.vehicles are approaching

WILMINGTON - Have you 
ever noticed that when an 
ambulance or fire apparatus 
are approaching a traffic light, 
the light turns green to enable 
it to pass quickly while all 
other directions turn red to halt 
traffic? 

“It is called Emergency 
Preemption,” 


said Deputy 


Chief Edmund Corcoran of the 
Wilmington Fire Department 
Corcoran explained that emer- 
gency vehicles are supposed to 
obey traffic laws, stop at red 
lights and proceed with 
extreme caution. Emergency 
Preemption devices, such as 
the Opticom system present in 
Wilmington, are designed to 
reduce response time and

Wilmington’s Shamrock

It ran 
past the door of a house that 
was at least 250 years old, 
known as the 1730 House.

Tibbetts, was quite upset. The 
town had paved over her 
flowerbed, without any advance 
notice. She lost over $100 worth 
of bulbs. That action led to her 
decision to sell the house. One 
thing led to another, and within 
a year and a half, the house 
was gone. 

The name of the old house 
would depend on what era you 
were speaking of. In the early 
1800s, it was the Squire Eames 
house, where Samuel Eames 
lived. He was the town clerk 
and a selectman 

In the 1870s, it became known 
as the Shamrock. Michael and 
Susan McEnroe lived there, and 
rented rooms to Irish workers 
employed at the tannery across 
the street. In the late 1800s, 
Catholic families would leave 


decrease accidents at intersec- 
tions. 

“If we don’t get there safely, 
then we can’t help - we become 
part of the problem,” said 
Corcoran. 

The Opticom device requires 
two parts to function.

One of the Irish boarders at 
the Shamrock was a man 
named Bill Grimes. He married 
Rose McMahon in 1892.

When 
they sold it to the Tibbetts fam- 
ily, tHey named it the 1730 
House. Miss Tibbetts ran a gift 
shop there for many years. In 
addition to her fine gifts, she 
also sold penny candy, and 
youngsters at the Whitefield 
School would refer to the house 
as “the candy store.” 

After Miss Tibbetts closed the 
shop, the penny candy business

saw the world’s largest 
“snowwoman” while visit- 
ing Sunday River in 
Bethel, Maine. When she 
got home, she decided to 
try and build one of her 
own.

CAPITAL GAINS 
CHANGES 


There are changes this year in tax 
rules for capital gains-some good, 
some not-so-good. 

The good news: For those in the 
10 or 15-percent brackets, there is 
zero tax on long-term capital 
gains, but there are caveats. For 
instance, the kiddie tax has been 
expanded to age 19, and to age 24 
for full-time students who earn less 
than half their support. That means 
those low-income youngsters no 
longer get a free ride but will be 
taxed at their parents’ rate. 

Not so good: If the capital gain 
boosts income into the 25-percent 
bracket, the zero capital gains rate 
applies only to that portion of the 
gain that fits into the lower 5 or 10 
percent brackets. In 2008, the 25- 
percent bracket starts above 
$65,200 for couples. 

More: For those in higher brack- 
ets, too many gains might trigger 
the alternative minimum income 
tax, raising the effective tax rate 
above 15 percent as exemptions 
are wiped out.

(FPTF) I must express some amazement 
at how enthusiastic and robust the town's 
support for athletics remains. With a rec- 
ommendation from the FPTF to consider 
og eer ce 
parents and even a student or two spoke out 
inst such an abomination. 
Too these folks were so quiet when 
the Tewksbury School Committee and 
were 


Tewksbury School forced 
to cut teachers, library aides, textbooks, 
maintenance budgets, and so much more 
over the last six years. Where were so 
many of these residents when education 
was being cut in town? 

Tewksbury is facing a major budget 
deficit for FY2009 alone, $5.3 million. The 
town will not receive any one-time monies 
from a middle school reimbursement, no 
teacher salary deferrals on the horizon, no 
discernable way to magically forge a bal- 
anced budget. There are two ways to close 
that gap. Either raise taxes or cut spend- 
ing. Or both. 

Looking at the budget, I had some ques- 
tions about the logic and philosophy 
employed, and I asked School Committee 
members Scott Consaul and Mike Sitar 
about their positions, particularly their 
stands to preserve athletics at Tewksbury 
Memorial High School. We recently learned 
that the town pays $475,000 for high school 
athletics. In order to self-fund athletics, 
some athletes would face exorbitant fees. 
Hockey players would have to pay $1,300, 
and still buy much of their own equipment. 
As it stands, sti its pay a $100 athlet- 
ics/activity fee per%¥port or co-curricular 
activity such as Drama or National Honor 
Society. 

So, if we only charge $100 per sport, how 
do we justify charging $4,000 for full day 
kindergarten? 

I asked Consaul this question because I 
really thought I was missing something. I 
was told that full day kindergarten is a ser- 
vice the school department identified that 
parents want. True, and they have made 
that service available only to those parents 
that can afford it. One argument I've heard 
is that many parents that opt for the full 
day option have paid between $10,000 to 
$15,000 for daycare up until kindergarten, 
so the $4,000 option is a significant savings. 
Consaul even told me that the program is 
self-funding.

I am not advocating the entire self-fund- 
ing of athletics and activities, but I do ques- 
tion where our priorities are as a town. We 
must be responsible stewards of the rev- 
enue we have to spend and the way in 
which we need to spend it. I cannot see 
how, failing an override, the school depart- 
ment can justify keeping athletics so inex- 

sive when we're charging so much for 
Enaerparten and cutting so much from ele- 
mentary education. 

I propose that the schools ally fund 
athletics and activities on a sliding 
scale. Create two or three tiers of activities, 
the most expensive, like hockey or band: in 
a higher bracket than soccer and National 
Honor Society. Instead of $1,300 in self- 
funding, a family could pay $650. A lower 
bracket ‘might charge $100. Families may 
also be able to create a mix of activities for 
one higher fee, such as $1,500 for unlimited 
activities, broken down into monthly pay- 
ments. These numbers are simply place- 
holders, but in this way we can still offer 
athletics.and activities, still at a reduced 
rate compared to town and club require- 
ments for some sports, without further 
damaging academic programs. 

The School Committee has a tough task 
ahead of them and I don’t envy them their 
decisions. We all must speak up about what 
we want our town and schools to look like. 
We all need to engage in the process with 
these departments because we are not out 
of the woods yet.

was taken over by her next door 
neighbors, Mark and Michelle 
Bouvier, ten-year-old twins who 
ran the business out of their 
basement, where their father 
had a watch repair business.

Squire Samuel Eames was a 
young man of 19 and a member 
of Capt. Timothy Walker's com- 
pany of Minute Men when, on 
April 18, 1775, the alarm was 
raised that the British Regulars 


“were on the march. It is record- 


ed that he served two-and-one- 
half days, 

On February 16, 1778, he mar- 
ried Esther Harnden, the 
widow of Joseph Harnden, who 
was a second cousin, once 
removed, to the bridegroom. 
She was 14 years his senior, 
born in 1741. They had two chil- 
dren, Thirza and Samuel, 
adding to her family of six sur- 
viving children from her mar- 
riage to Joseph. Joseph 
Harnden was one of four broth- 
ers who fought in the 
Revolutionary War. Joseph died 
in the lines in Cambridge on 


Christmas Eve, 1775.

‘months later, it burned. At the 
‘time, there was an arsonist in 
‘Wilmington and many old 
‘buildings were lost. Frequently 
the target would be an old 
house owned by a commercial

The remains of the 1730 House 
were demolished in March 1966. 
Nine years later, the Reading 
Co-operative Bank bought the 
property, 

The name 1730 House was 
applied without any precise his- 
torical accuracy, simply taking 


was a carpenter, born in 1671. 
He was also the man who acci- 
dently killed an Indian woman 
in 1704. A couple of years later, 
five Indians came to take their 
revenge, But they attacked the 
wrong house, killing the wife 
and three children of 
Benjamin’s brother John. 
Samuel Eames, who became 
known as Squire Eames, was 
born October 14, 1755, He was a 
great-great-grandson of 
Richard Harnden. His father 
was John Eames, son of John 


the same age as the Squire, 
born in 1754. He was the son of 
Caleb Eames. The two Samuels 
were second-cousins, once 
removed. 

There is confusion regarding 
the Samuel Eameses. In the 
book of Wilmington births, 
marriages and deaths, One 
Samuel Eames is referred to as 
“Jr.” but he is not the son of a 
Samuel Eames, He is the son of 
John Eames, and it is believed 
he later became known as 
Squire Eames. 


Squire Eames’ son Samuel 
married a woman from 
Lamenburg named Dolly, and 
they lived there for a time. 
Then they returned to 
Wilmington and apparently 
lived in with his father. Squire 
Eames bought land on Salem 
Street, next to Ballardvale 
Street. There they built the 
house now known as the 
Pearson Tavern. 

Squire Eames held the title to 
the new house for several 
years, and finally sold it to 
Samuel and Dolly on March 10, 
1815 for $1,250. Dolly died two 
weeks later at age 34. 

Squire Eames’ wife, Esther, 
died in 1821. A year later, 
Squire Eames married 
Rebecca Hopkins, widow of 
Squire Samuel Hopkins. Squire 
Eames died in 1834, age 79.

-aecept a coded strobe light fre- 
quency signal from an emer- 
gency vehicle. There is also a 
flashing white strobe light on 
the traffic light to indicate to 
all traffic that an emergency 
vehicle is approaching. 

* Secondly, e1 ency vehicles 
Must be equi with an emit- 
ter that sends out the pre- 
scribed coded frequency. This 
frequency is prescribed by the 
State. The advantage in this is 
that when other towns arrive to 
provide mutual aid, they also 
receive the benefit of using the 
Emergency Preemption 
ices, 

As an emergency vehicle 
approaches a traffic light with 
its emitter enabled in an emer- 
gency situation, the sensor 


vehicles are not equipped with 
Opticom at this time. 

Corcoran explained that prop- 
er placement of the sensors on 
the traffic signals is critical 
because the sensors must be 
able to pick up the frequency of 
the emergency vehicles as soon 
as possible without emergency 
vehicles breaking any traffic 
rules, such as crossing double 
lines. He said that on a 
straightaway he has seen it 
pick up a signal from as much 
as a quarter-mile away. 

When using the- Opticom, 
emergency responders must 
also be aware of their sur- 
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watching for the emergency 
vehicle approaching. Pull off 
the road before the intersection 
if you are able to do it safely, or 
carefully go through the green 
light and pull over on the other 
side of the intersection as soon 


as safely possible. 

Corcoran credits Emergency 
Preemption with improving 
response time and safety.

and Salem Street. If we are 
going to continue to move for-

Hamilton echoed that senti- 
ment. 

“I've been a big advocate of 
trying to get the towns all on 
the same page,” Hamilton said. 
“The towns continue to work 
very well together. One note- 
worthy item from the process is 
how well the communities work 
together and honor each other's 
requirements. It has been very 
cooperative and people are lis- 
tening and not spouting.” 

Towns received the disap- 
pointing news about the feasi- 
bility study at the Interchange 
Working Group meeting on 
Wednesday and had time to 
digest it before the Tri-Town 
‘Task Force meeting Thursday. 

“Federal Highway wants the 
towns to take a little more time 
with the Environmental Impact 
Report (EIR) and align it with 
what they expect to see with an 
EIS [Environmental Impact 
Statement]. ‘Don’t come to us 
until you're ready to file’” 
Sadwick told the Crier. 
“Because of public outreach 
requirements, Federal Highway 
wants to make sure that we 
hammer things out at the state 
level before we engage the 
Federal process. If the Feds 
don’t follow the process exactly 
it makes them vulnerable to 
legal action. 

“When we walked away from 
the meeting Thursday the com- 
munities were going to work on 
the draft statement of purpose 


and need. We all need to work 
on it internally before returning 
to the task force table to work 
on it together,” said Sadwick 
adding that the towns should 
come up with a preferred inter- 
change for all three communi- 
ties and consider a cap on 
development for the Lowell 
Junction Interchange area. 

With the Federal Highway 
portion of the project stalled for 
the moment, Mass Highway 
will begin working on bids, 
selection, and awarding a con- 
tract to a consultant to com- 
plete the Environmental 
Impact Report (EIR) as part of 
the Massachusetts 
Environmental Policy Act 
(MEPA) process. This report is 
critical to the environmental 
stage of the Federal portion of 
the project known as National 
Environmental Policy Act 
(NEPA). The hiring of the con- 
sultant alone will take an esti- 
mated 9-12 months. 

“Mass Highway says it’s a 
large, complicated project, it’s 
not the only project that they 
have and they have to align it 
with Federal Highway stan- 
dards and with the NEPA 
That's what they are telling 

s," said Tewksbi jadwick. 

The good news, according to 
Hamilton, is that the state will 
move forward with a natural 
heritage review of the property 
pring. That review identi- 
fies the natural habitat bound- 
aries of one species of mussel 
and three species of moth that 
the Massachusetts Endangered 
Species Act pointed.out 

“The state has committed to 
getting the wildlife inventory 
this spring rather than waiting 
for whenever the EIR starts. It 
gets it done at the appropriate

The endangered mussel may 
not be as critical an issue 
because it lives in the 
Shawsheen River and that area 
will likely be set aside for pas- 
sive recreation. The endan- 
gered moths, on the other hand, 
depend on specific vegetation, 
so their habitat may be more 
fragile. 

Hamilton notes that the final 
location of the ramp depends 
largely on the outcome of the 
environmental process. 

“I think we're still a way from 
figuring this out,” Hamilton 
said. “There are a number of 
things that we've agreed need 
to happen: 193 will not be 
impeded, the community and 
the stakeholders’ needs need to 
be honored. As some of the 
environmental stuff comes for- 
ward, we'll have a better idea 
of where the interchange can 
be. If there are areas on the 
west side that we cannot use for 
construction that may change 
where we can see the inter- 
change come in.” 

The EIR will cost between $3- 
5 million, which Mass Highway 
will pay for out of earmarked 
funds secured by Senators 
Edward Kennedy and John 
Kerry. Monies may also 
become available in the new 
transportation bond bill. 

From Thursday's meeting 
came an invitation for the local 
environmental groups to speak 
to the task force. Those groups 
include the Andover Village 
Improvement Society (AVIS) 
and the watershed groups. 

“We want to hear from them 
as to what their concerns are 
for the junction area,” said 
Sadwick.

One huge win, three big

NORTH ANDOVER — You 
could make a great argument 
that Tuesday night was the 
Wilmington High School boys’ 
basketball team’s greatest win 
in program history. 

Wilmington came back from a 
nine-point deficit a minute into 
the fourth quarter and sent the 
game into overtime, again com- 
ing from behind scoring the 
game's final five points includ- 
ing the game winning trey with 
11 seconds left. 

And they scored those last 
five points without center Matt 
Bibeau, and against The Jolly 
Green Giant, the 6-foot-7 center 
named Mike Clifford, all in 
front of the eyes of the very big 
and loud Wilmington crowd 
who certainly brought the 
tremendous game to another 
level. 

So yes a valid argument could 
be made that this 68-66 over- 
time victory against Bishop 


Fenwick tops the 85-80 win over 
North Cambridge Catholic in 
the sectional semi-finals in 
2002. But no one can argue that 
in the final 35 seconds of 
Tuesday night’s win, that the 

Wildcats needed, and had three 
different players become 
heroes on this one magical 
night: Evan Borseti, Craig 
Melillo and Michael Murphy. 

After Clifford missed his sec- 
ond free throw attempt with 
1:20 to go in overtime, he was 
battling for the rebound with 
Bibeau, and the latter was 
called for a foul. That was his 
fifth, and the Wilmington Big 
Guy was off to the bench to 
cheer his teammates on after a 
extremely gutsy, 20-point, 13 
rebound night, while battling 
arguably the state’s best player 
all night long. 

Now Wilmington trailed 66-63 
and had nothing to offer in 
terms of height to stop Clifford. 
Wildeat head coach Jim 
McCune - who coached 
arguably his best game of his 


Wildcat career — inserted 
senior tri-captain Evan Borseti 
into the game replacing 
Bibeau. 

Borseti has done a tremen- 
dous job all season long. He has 
provided gritty performances 
every night, with tough 
rebounds, solid all-around 
defense and the occasional 
jumper or __ three-pointer. 
Tuesday night he struggled. 
Offensively he struggled. But 
McCune went back to him. And 
what a move McCune made, 
and what a move Borseti-made 
when he stole a pass on the left 
wing edge of the Wildcats zone 
with 35 seconds left, allowing 
McCune to call a timeout and 
draw up the winning shot. 

“You got to do what you got to 
do,” said Borseti. “(Clifford) is 
a big kid and I was just trying 
to get around him. I was just 
trying to pester him - trying to 
get him to be ancy when he go 
the ball. Maybe make him 
make a mistake, maybe he 
would throw the ball away.” 


But Clifford never got the ball. 

“I saw the play coming and I 
guess I read it pretty good and 
was able to get the steal,” said 
Borseti. 

That steal set up McCune’s 
winning shot on the diagram 
board. The winning shot was 
designed to go to Melillo off a 
screen. The junior shooting 
guard took a pass, stepped up 
at the top of the key and hot 
nothing but net, depositing a 
three-pointer allowing the 
crowd to erupt as the ‘Cats 
grabbed a 68-66 lead with 1 
seconds remaining. 

“I had the ball and just 
stepped up and took the shot,” 
said Melillo. “But oh man we 
have been working so hard at 
practice and to go up against 
that Big Kid was so tough. This 
is great though - what a win.” 

But Fenwick had one last 
chance. They quickly sent the 
ball up the court and from the 
left wing side, just about in the 
same area Borseti stole the 
ball, . sophomore Michael

“This is just a tremendous, 
gutsy effort against a good 
team,” said McCune.

| SWAMPSCOTT - It’s safe to 


‘say that when you finish with a 
115-7 record, it was a very good 
season. But seriously, for the 

Wilmington High School girls’

“T thought in the first half we 
were doing a lot of good things 
and we were moving the bas- 
ketball,” said head coach Jay 
Keane.

, Since taking over as head 
coach before the 2005-'06 sea- 
son, Keane has guided -the 
Wildcats to an overall record of 
51-15, including five post-season 
victories. Prior to his arrival, 
the program had gone 29-32 in 
the previous three seasons, 
including 0-1 in the playoffs. 

“It was a good season,” said 
Keane. “My five seniors, 
Stephanie (Sauve), Alyssa 
(Brown), Lauren (Hitchins), 
Brittany (Winchell) and 
Natalie (Melkonian) worked 
hard all season for me. This 
was a great group of girls. The 
last three years for these 
seniors has’been pretty good. 
I’m not sure what the combined 
record is, but we made it to the 
second’ round (of the tourna- 
ment) our first year, to the 
Tsongas Arena last year and 
now the second round this year. 
And we lost to a good 
Swampscott team. 

“We had a year of adversity 
between sickness and injuries 
but the girls really came 
together at different points of 
the season.”

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Many volunteers keep Rec. 
Hoop League going strong

The Wilmington Youth 
Recreational Basketball league 
just finished another fun and 
successful season for all the 
kids, coaches, parents, and vol- 
unteers. The league runs from 
third through tenth grade with 
a clinic program for partici- 
pants in first and second grade. 
For $70 a player, the 700+ par- 
ticipants in the program receive 
a t-shirt along with many infor- 
mal practices and competitive 
games throughout the season, 
which begins on December 1st 
and runs through February 9th. 

Deborah Cipriani and Karen 
Campbell work in _ the 
Wilmington Recreational 
Department, and they spend 
much of their time trying to put 
the WRBL season together. 
Campbell spends a_ great 
amount of time organizing the 
teams as she has to put each 
player on a team based on reli- 
gious education classes, experi- 
ence, height, and many other 
considerations to make the 
teams as even and fair as possi- 
ble. 

Although doing just this keeps 
her very busy, Campbell also 
finds some time to do the sched- 
uling of games and practices, 
where she has to work around 
the coaches and referee's 
schedules and many other fac- 
tors to make this happen. 

The WRBL uses four gyms to 
run the program: the middle 
school, the west intermediate, 
the north intermediate, and the 
Woburn Street School. At each 
gym on game days, there are 
supervisors who volunteer their 
time to be there the entire shift, 
and this could last from a few 
hours to ten hours. 

Pat Taylor, who supervises 
the Woburn Street School gym 
every Saturday for six hours, 
started coaching for the WRBL 
when his son Patrick started 
playing 15 years ago, and Taylor 
continued to coach him and his 
sister Margie until they reached 
high school. 

During the last three years, 
Taylor worked the first and sec- 
ond grade clinic at the 
Shawsheen School _ before 
becoming a supervisor for the 
third and fourth grade grils this 
year. Taylor says he has really 
liked seeing each kid enjoy 
themselves every week. 

“I really have enjoyed seeing 
the kids develop and grow as 
basketball players,” says Taylor. 
“I look forward to seeing the 
kids every week and watching 
them have fun and move on to 
the next level.” 

Randall Davis has been a 
coach in the WRBL since his 
daughter started _ playing 
approximately seven years ago, 
and he agrees with Taylor. He 
says that seeing the enjoyment 
level from the kids in the pro- 
gram are the reasons that keep 
him coming back year after 
year. 

“There is nothing better than 
seeing a kid who's playing for 
the first time light up when 
they've boxed out, made a good 
defensive stop or even scored 
their first basket,” said Davis. 
“It’s great to see them try to 
execute all the things they prac- 
tice. It's also funny to see that 


bewildered look on their faces 
when they learn the three sec- 
ond rule for the first time.” 

Davis says the main reason he 
got involved with WRBL is 
because he wanted to see all the 
kids in the program learn the 
er and get equal playing 


“I got involved because my 
daughter was interested in play- 
ing and I wanted her to learn all 
aspects of the game and the 
right way to play it. Too many 
times I saw coaches trying to 
win games and great kids who 
were new to the game got no 
playing time and never learned 
to play. I wanted to give all of 
my kids a chance to love the 
game.” 

Anthony Tocci, who is also a 
supervisor for one the four 
gyms for 7th-l0th grade girls 
and 8th-10th grade boys, says 
the program has made many 
improvements over the last few 
years so that each kid continues 
to walk out of the gymnasium 
with smiles on their faces. He 
says that more instruction and 
preparation for the referees 
have been the biggest improve- 
ments, 

“Over the last three years, the 
biggest improvement for the 
program has been more formal 
training for the referees,” says 
Tocci. 

“The program now brings the 
referees in and they run them 
through two hours of games, 
and this is much better training 
for the referees. Typically 
before, it was just high school 
kids refereeing who they 
assumed knew how to run the 
game of basketball, but it's 
much different assuming a kid 
knows how to play basketball 
and assuming he knows how to 
referee one. It’s much better 
now because they’re required to 
do a referee clinic and this was 
not required three years ago.” 

Ron Searles is the person in 
charge of the referee clinic, 
which is offered free of charge 
through the Wilmington recre- 
ation department. The clinic 
runs for four hours, with two of 
them being in the classroom 
and the other two being in the 
gym. Searles, who is a certified 
basketball referee, says he real- 
ly takes pleasure in watching 
the referees call the game the 
right way. 

“I enjoy watching the referees 
grow into their role, make good 
calls, manage the game, use 
good discretion, and become 
more confident on the court,” 
said Searles, who has a 17 year 
old son who referees in the pro- 
gram. “After training the refer- 
ees at the beginning of the sea- 
son, I try to observe each of 
them once or twice throughout 
the season. I will fill in as need- 
ed, such as when the WRBL 
needs a gym supervisor or ref- 
eree during the season.” 

Taylor says that the referees 
in the program do a terrific job 
every single week. 

“One of the most enjoyable 
parts of the program are the 
refs, who do a tremendous job 
week in and week out.” 

Taylor also says that the pro- 
gram would not be as doing well 
as it is without all the volun- 
teers. 

“I feel that this program 


Searles gives the parents of 
the players in the program all 
the credit for taking time out of 
their busy schedules to come 
and support their sons and 
daughters. 

“The gyms are generally full 
of parents, more so with the 
younger kids on any given 
Saturday during the WRBL sea- 
son,” said Searles. “It’s refresh- 
ing to see the parents stay to 
support and cheer on the kids.” 

Every Saturday, Davis says 
that the gyms have many par- 
ents and many other spectators 
watching and enjoying the 
games. He says that he loves 
seeing how the kids on his team 
progress throughout the year. 

“During the games, I look for- 
ward to seeing how hard they 
work when it comes to learning. 
The kids never quit. I stress the 
point that basketball is a multi- 
faceted game, with 10% being 
athletic and the other 90% 
being intellect. This year I 
coached a few 7th graders who 
were playing for the first time. 
They started off tentative but 
finished the season like veter- 
ans. It was great to see them 
grow to like the game more and 
more as the season pro- 
gressed.” 

Searles also says that he 
enjoys watching all the inexpe- 
rienced participants make a 
great play on the court. 

“I also enjoy watching the 
thrill on the faces of the 
younger or less experienced 
players when they score or 
make a nice play on the court,” 
he said. 

Davis says that it has been a 
pleasure for him to be part of 
such a fulfilling program. 

“I would like everyone to know 
what a treasure Wilmington has 
in rec. basketball,” said Davis. 
“From the administrative staff 
at the recreation department to 
the referees and to the coaches, 
everyone involves makes it 
their personal mission to ensure 
our kids have a clean, safe, and 
fun nurturing and caring 
atmosphere.” 

Tocci agrees with Taylor, 
Searles, and Davis. He says that 
this program would not attract 
so many kids each and every 
year without the help from the 
dedicated and committed volun- 
teers. 

“The volunteers are the peo- 
ple that make the program suc- 
cessful,” says Tocci. “There the 
one’s who energize the kids to 
come back year after year.” 


Mitchell family keeps it fun 


The great part about the 
Wilmington Recreational 
Basketball League is that all of 
the coaches in the program are 
volunteers whom seek nothing 
in return. These coaches are 
dedicated to seeing the players 
on their teams improve and 
have fun throughout each prac- 
tice and game. 

Bob Mitchell is one of numer- 
ous devoted coaches in the pro- 
gram, as he has been involved 
with the program since his son 
started to play eight years ago. 

Mitchell says he looks forward 
to watching the games on 
Saturdays for many reasons.

In today’s world the necessity of having 
a passport for international travel has 
taken on more importance and, in fact, 
under new regulations from the federal 
departments of Homeland Security and 
State this spring, all United States Citizens 


traveling to any foreign country must have either a federally issued passport 
book or the new passport card. 

The Untied States Postal Service for the 018-019 Postal District 
(Middlesex/Essex) is holding a special Passport Day Event this Saturday 


(March 8) to make it easier for people to get the travel document 

District Spokesperson Bob Boiselle said, ‘We offer passport services six 
days a week. (Extending our hours this Saturday) is something we are offer- 
ing our customers.” 

District Marketing Manager Michelle Saracusa said in a printed statement 
“These special ‘Passport Day’ Saturday hours should prove to be helpful to per- 
sons with children who need passports.” 

According to federal laws, any person applying for a passport for the first ,

Although the post offices 
that can be used for passport 
services are open on Saturdays, 
the normal closing time is usu- 
ally 12 p.m, Boiselle noted that 
the 80 post offices in the 018-019 
district that are participating 
this Saturday, will be open for 
an extra two hours, 

Those post offices in the 
Middlesex East reading area 
that are participating are: 
‘Tewksbury (1751 Main Street, 10 
a.m. to 1 p.m.); Wakefield (321 
Main Street, 10 a.m. to 2 p.m.); 
and Woburn (462 Washington 
Street 10 a.m. to 2 p.m.), Other 
area post offices include: 


Andover (10 Stevens Street, 9 
a.m. to 2 p.m.); Chelmsford (45 
Alpine Lane, 10 a.m. to 1 p.m.); 
and Lynn (51 Willow Street, 9 
a.m, to 1 p.m.). 

In all of these locations a 
photographer will be on hand to 
take a passport photo if neces- 
sary. The cost for this service is 
an additional $15. 

According to Boiselle, the 
total cost of a passport for peo- 
ple 16 and over is $100 and $85 
for those under 16. Renewals 
are $75 (but, these can be done 
on line, by going to 
www.travel.state. gov/passport ) 
and the new passport card is $45 
for 16 and over and $35 for those 
under $16. 

In all cases applications 
made out at the post office cost 
an additional $25 for processing. 
The payments must be made by 
two separate checks,

"Vantage Point" is a solid 
mystery/thriller that keeps you 
guessing until the end. 

The setting is a terrorism 
summit in Spain. An American 
president (William Hurt) steps 
to the podium in a crowded 
plaza, prepared to give a major 
speech. As he waves to the 
crowd, he's shot down by a hail 
of bullets, Two explosions fol- 
low, hurling the scene from 
shock into bloody chaos. 

The affair unfolds in a blur 
of a few minutes, and we watch 
at first in confusion on TV mon- 
itors in a network's control 
room. Then the events rewind 
and we switch to the perspec- 
tive of Thomas (Dennis Quaid), 
a Secret Service agent who 
once took a bullet for the presi- 
dent but now suffers from the 
jitters. 

You scan the screen for fresh 
details you couldn't have seen 
before — a gawking, camera- 
toting tourist in the crowd, a 
curtain fluttering in a window 
overlooking the event and a sus- 
picious, scraggly-looking guy 
sprinting to the stage after the 
gunfire.
